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ecently  I  read  about  a  consumer  trend  among  upper-middle  income 
persons.  Some  are  doing  their  clothes  shopping  at  discount  stores  like 
Target.  The  article  noted  that  these  shoppers  believe  the  extra  money 
.they  would  spend  on  famous  label  clothes  can  be  better  invested  else- 
where. "After  all,"  said  one  woman,  "who  sees  the  label  inside  my  dress?  From 
what  people  can  see  all  clothes  look  pretty  much  alike." 

This  kind  of  trend  is  not  good  news  for  colleges  like  Lenoir- Rhyne!  Our  price  is 
higher  than  many  state-supported  universities  and  colleges.  If  potential  students 
and  their  families  are  unwilling  or  unable  to  see  what  is  beneath  the  surface 
impression  that  all  colleges  are  alike,  then  residential,  liberal  arts-based  church 
colleges  will  not  seem  worth  the  added  cost. 

Lutheran  colleges  across  the  country  joined  together  to  conduct  a  massive 
research  study  completed  earlier  this  year.  We  wanted  to  find  out  whether 
evidence  existed  to  demonstrate  that  students  who  attend  our  colleges  may 
pay  more  but  they  receive  more.  Hardwick  Day,  a  nationally-recognized  higher 
education  research  firm,  conducted  the  study.  It  included  over  2,400  alumni  of 
state  universities  and  independent  colleges  including  Lenoir- Rhyne. 

The  study's  results  were  extremely  positive  and  gratifying.  I  expect  that  during 
the  next  months  you  will  hear  more  about  the  specifics  of  this  study;  however, 
I  would  like  to  relate  what  it  told  us  in  broad  strokes. 

First,  by  comparing  what  graduates  of  flagship  state  universities  and  graduates 
of  Lutheran  colleges  say  about  their  education,  the  study  determined  that  our 
alumni  reported  a  consistently  greater  experience  of  personal  interaction  with 
professors,  a  teaching-oriented  faculty,  challenging  professors,  the  guidance  of 
mentors  and  internships.  Alumni  of  L-R  and  colleges  like  it  reported  overwhelm- 
ingly their  college  experience  of  a  sense  of  community,  of  faculty  interest  in  them 
as  persons,  and  of  the  importance  of  ethics,  personal  values  and  spiritual  devel- 
opment. In  all  these  areas  Lutheran  colleges  scored  significantly  higher. 

Second,  after  college  our  graduates  are  more  likely  to  be  involved  with  their 
churches  and  serving  their  communities.  They  are  more  likely  to  be  in  leadership 
roles  and  to  credit  their  college  education  with  preparing  them  for  those  roles. 

Finally,  the  study  showed  that  whether  from  the  1950s  or  the  1990s,  our  alum- 
ni had  essentially  the  same  responses.  Contrary  to  what  some  people  think,  we 
continue  to  offer  the  same  excellent  education  and  hold  to  the  same  values  as 
we  did  in  the  past. 

As  I  said,  this  is  a  massive  study.  My  brief  report  does  not  do  it  justice,  but  at 
least  one  thing  is  clear.  What  we  knew  in  our  hearts  we  can  now  assert  with 
scientific  evidence:  an  education  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  is  an  education  of 
great  value(s)!

In  response  to  the  changing  needs 
of  college  students,  the  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  College  Board  of  Trustees 
voted  to  update  Morgan  Hall,  one 
of  L-R's  undergraduate  residences. 
Morgan  Hall,  built  in  1957, 
was  named  to  honor  Jacob  L. 
Morgan,  president  of  the  North 
Carolina  Synod  from  its  formation 
in  1921  until  his  retirement  in  1947. 
Although  the  residence  was  updated  in 
1986  and  again  in  1997,  today's  renova- 
tions are  major,  with  an  expected  price 
tag  of  $2.4  million. 

According  to  Skip  Duhlstine,  L-R  vice 
president  of  administration  and  finance, 
the  building's  exterior  walls  will  be 
replaced  to  provide  energy  efficiency,  and 
air-conditioning  will  be  added  for  com- 
fort. In  addition,  all  bathroom  fixtures, 
showers,  etc.  will  be  replaced  and  handi- 
cap bathroom  facilities  will  be  added. 
New  desks  and  beds  will  compliment 
refinished  built-in  wardrobe  closets. 

CBSA  of  Hickory  is  architect  for  the 
project.  Hickory  Construction  is  the 
builder.  Hickory  Mechanical,  owned 
by  L-R  graduate  David  Moore,  will  play 
a  major  role  in  the  renovations,  also. 
"Lenoir-Rhyne  is  a  residential  col- 
lege," Duhlstine  said  when  questioned 
about  the  building  project.  "The  new 
renovations  will  not  only  make  the 
building  more  cost  efficient,  but  they 
will  provide  a  better,  more  comfortable 
learning  atmosphere  for  our  students 
which,  in  turn,  will  enhance  their  full 
college  experience." 

Morgan  Hall  is  scheduled  to  be 
ready  for  occupancy  beginning  with 
the  1999-2000  academic  year.  □

The  new  look  for  the  Bears  debuts 
on  August  26th  when  Lenoir-Rhyne 
hosts  the  University  of  South  Carolina 
at  Aiken  in  women's  soccer  at  4  p.m. 

According  to  former  Sports  Infor- 
mation Director  Rick  Strank,  the  com- 
mercial artist  mother  of  then-football 
defensive  coordinator  Jack  Patterson 
designed  the  previous  athletic  logo 
in  1982.  "The  reason  that  we  updated 
the  logo  to  a  more  ferocious  look  was 
the  coaches  didn't  feel  good  about  the 
teddy  bear-looking  little  bear  we  used 
to  have,"  said  Strunk.  "The  profile  bear 
logo  also  worked  well  for  reprints, 
clothing,  etc." 

The  history  of  Lenoir-Rhyne  being 
the  Bears  dates  back  to  1924,  accord- 
ing to  the  book  What's  in  a  Name?, 
a  collection  of  information  about  col- 
lege mascots.  Strunk  submitted  the 
L-R  logo  history  to  be  included  in  the 
publication. 

According  to  an  oft-repeated  story, 
it  came  about  after  a  sports  writer 
made  a  comment  in  the  local  paper.

It  was  the  1924  baseball  season  and 
Lenoir-Rhyne  was  playing  Wake  For- 
est. "The  Lenoir-Rhyne  players  were 
finally  turning  in  their  tracks  and 
growling  like  the  bears  that  are  said 
to  infest  their  native  highlands,"  the 
reporter  penned.  Apparently,  that  ref- 
erence made  an  impression.  The  Hick- 
ory Daily  Record,  The  Lenoir-Rhynean, 
and  the  Hacawa  contained  references 
to  Lenoir-Rhyne  as  the  Bears  in  the 
coverage  of  the  1924  team. 

A  live  bear  mascot  made  its  initial 
appearance  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  in  the 
form  of  Joe  Bear  I  in  1927.  Joe  I  was 
reputedly  old  and  gentle,  and  met  an 
untimely  demise  a  few  years  later 
when  students  trying  to  put  a  collar 
on  him  accidentally  broke  his  neck. 

Three  more  live  bears  followed. 
Joe  Bear  IV  was  acquired  in  1961  and 
stayed  at  the  Hickory  Community 
Center  Zoo.  However,  he  was  stolen 
by  some  Western  Carolina  students 
and  died  in  the  process  of  the  theft. 

The  incident  created  quite  a  contro- 
versy. Because  the  increasing  problem 
of  upkeep  and  safety  made  it  difficult 
to  keep  a  live  bear  on  campus,  from 
then  on,  students  decided  to  elect  an 
official  Joe  Bear  from  the  student  body. 

According  to  Jenkins,  the  Student 
Government  Association  voted  to  add 
a  female  bear  mascot  named  Josie  this 
fall.  SGA  also  bought  new  costumes 
for  both  Joe  and  Josie  Bear  for  the 
upcoming  year.  □

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Conference  sparks 
explosion  of  ideas

An  explosion  of  ideas  as  well 
as  spell-binding  and  dra- 
matic worship  services  gen- 
erated an  extraordinary  and 
unexpected  excitement 
among  the  participants  at 
"The  Word  of  God  in  Signs 
and  Wonders,"  a  worship 
and  Christian  education  conference 
for  hearing-impaired  and  hearing 
people  held  recently  at  Lenoir-Rhyne 
College  and  St.  Andrew's  Lutheran 
Church. 

"The  conference  was  inspirational," 
said  Pastor  Andrew  Weisner,  college 
pastor  and  coordinator  of  the  confer- 
ence. "Our  participants  were  a  diverse 
group  of  students,  teachers,  clergy  and 
laity  from  the  Roman  Catholic  Church, 
the  Episcopal  Church,  the  Evangelical 
Church  of  America  (ELCA),  Lutheran 
Church-Mo.  Synod  and  the  Eastern 
Orthodox  Church.  Yet,  for  all  our 
diversity,  we  were  able  to  come  togeth- 
er for  discussion  and  worship  as  if 
there  were  no  differences  between  us." 

"Worship  was  at  the  very  heart 
of  the  conference,"  reported  Pastor 
Russ  Rockwell,  pastor  of  Bread  of 
Life  Deaf  Lutheran  Church  (ELCA) 
in  Minneapolis  following  the  confer- 
ence. "As  we  worshipped  and  prayed 
together,  we  also  bonded  together  as 
brothers  and  sisters  in  the  body  of 
Christ.  We  connected  together  in 
worship  in  a  way  that  we  never  could 
have  as  just  conference  attendees." 
According  to  Weisner,  the  use  of 
liturgy  in  both  a  hearing  and  a  deaf 
(signing)  environment  became  the 
subject  of  rich  discussion  following 
Brother  Matthew  Hysells  presenta- 
tion, which  addressed  the  theology 
communicated  in  the  way  the  liturgy 
is  signed  (in  American  Sign  Lan- 
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guage).  Hysell  is  a  Roman  Catholic 
from  House  of  Studies  for  Deaf  Semi- 
narians in  Yonkers,  N.Y. 

"Brother  Hysell  pointed  out  how 
words  from  the  Mass  (the  Eucharistic 
Prayer)  should  be  interpreted,"  ex- 
plained Weisner,  "because  the  same 
words  are  used  by  Roman  Catholics, 
Lutherans  of  all  kinds,  Episcopalians 
...  in  fact  every  Christian  group. 

"For  example,"  Weisner  continued, 
"we  learned  there  are  more  than  three 
ways  to  sign  the  word  'for.'  It  depends 
upon  how  the  word  is  to  be  used. 
When  one  says  for  this  reason. . .,'  it 
means  because  of  this.  When  one  says, 
'I  will  do  this  for  you,'  it  could  also 
mean  'I  will  do  this  instead  of  you.' 
Therefore,  the  question  for  worship 
presiders  is  which  meaning  of  'for'  do 
they  intend  when  they  sign,  'This  is 
my  body,  given  for  you'?" 

Weisner  also  noted  that,  according 
to  Hysell  and  Rockwell,  if  10  deaf 
people  from  10  different  congrega- 
tions were  asked  how  each  signs  the 
Lord's  Prayer,  probably  10  different 
ways  would  be  demonstrated.  "And 
yet,"  he  continued,  "we  all  recognize 
that  the  way  we  say  or  sign  our 
prayers  profoundly  effects  our  under- 
standing of  God,  ourselves  and  our 
relationship  to  God." 

The  result  of  that  particular  discus- 
sion led  to  agreement  that  the  group 
would  meet  again  next  year  and 
throughout  the  year  would  continue 
thinking  about  and  discussing  ways 
to  improve  the  quality  of  worship  in 
deaf  congregations  as  well  as  in  hear- 
ing congregations  that  include  deaf 
members. 

"As  wonderful  as  liturgy  is,  it  has 
a  flaw,"  reported  Rockwell.  Actually 
the  flaw  is  not  in  the  liturgy  itself, 
Hysell  went  on  to  explain,  but  in  the 
way  it  is  presented.  Liturgy  is  most 
often  presented  in  hymnals  designed 
for  hearing  people,  considering  all  the 
musical  settings,  the  antiphonal  (back 
and  forth)  readings,  the  congregation- 
al responses,  etc. 

But  in  a  deaf  environment,  the 
"usual"  rules  of  liturgy  cannot  apply. 
Accommodations  must  be  made,  as 
ASL  is  a  visual  language.  Books  and 
printed  handouts  don't  work.  They 
become  hindrances,  not  aides,  to  wor- 
ship because  ASL  is  done  chiefly  by 
the  hands. 


"Imagine  what  it  would  be  like  in 
a  hearing  church  if,  every  time  you 
looked  away  from  the  speaker,  all 
sound  suddenly  disappeared,"  said 
Hysell. 

Three  worship  services  were  held, 
including  an  "Affirmation  of  Baptism" 
service  led  by  Rockwell,  which  he  com- 
posed specifically  for  the  conference. 
Rockwell  added  two  scripture  readings 
to  the  service:  Genesis,  the  creation 
story,  read  by  Dr.  Tammy  Weiner,  asso- 
ciate professor  of  school  psychology  at 
Gallaudet  University  in  Washington 
and  Exodus  14,  Israel's  escape  from 
Egypt  through  the  Red  Sea,  read  by 
Jenny  Stafford,  a  deaf  L-R  senior.

"Their  readings  were  spell-binding 
and  dramatic,"  said  Weisner.  "They 
'acted  out'  the  texts." 

During  the  service,  Rockwell  did 
not  speak.  Instead,  he  used  ASL,  while 
a  selected  member  of  the  congregation 


read  aloud,  following  the  pastor's 
signs:  An  unusual  turnaround  from 
the  usual  signing  which  is  done  by 
interpreting  what  a  speaker  is  saying. 

"The  liturgy  couldn't  have  been 
more  dramatic  and  emotional,"  said 
Weisner,  "and  led  to  one  of  the  most 
important  conclusions  of  the  confer- 
ence: Deaf  ways  of  presenting  the 
liturgy  can  benefit  and  enrich  hearing 
people's  worship  experience." 

Presentations  included  "A  Theolo- 
gy of  Worship"  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Paul 
Weber,  director  of  the  Sacred  Music 
Program  and  professor  of  music  and 
worship  at  L-R.  His  presentation 
pointed  out  that  what  works  effective- 
ly for  deaf  people  in  liturgy  can  work 
equally  effectively  for  hearing  people 
with  the  application  of  more  empha- 
sis on  movement,  color,  gestures,  pro- 
cessions and  symbols. 

"The  focus  on  liturgy  turned  out  to 
be  one  of  the  strongest  features  of  the 
conference,"  said  Weisner  in  summa- 
tion. "It  exposed  participants  to  good 
worship/liturgical  forms,  led  by  good, 
experienced  leaders.  But  more  impor- 
tantly, our  joint  worship  and  prayer 
bound  us  together  by  the  Spirit  of 
Christ,  as  a  community  of  Christ."     □

In  Memoriam 

Raymond  Manley  Strunlc 

Professor  Ray  Strunk  died  July  4. 

A  graduate  of  Catawba  College  and  UNC  -  Chapel  Hill,  Strunk  served 
the  U.S.  Army  as  a  government  auditor,  began  his  teaching  career  at 
Coker  College  in  Hartsville,  S.C.,  and  later  joined  the  L-R  faculty  where 
he  remained  for  41  years,  chairing  the  business  department  for  24  years, 
retiring  in  1997.  He  was  awarded  the  Order  of  the  Long  Leaf  Pine  by 
Gov.  James  B.  Hunt  and  was  named  an  Outstanding  Educator  of  America. 
Strunk  was  L-Rs  Centennial  Professor  of  Business,  received  the  Roediger 
Distinguished  Service  Professorship,  the  Raymond  Bost  Distinguished 
Professorship  Award,  the  Opal  L.  Moretz  Alumni  Service  Award  in  recog- 
nition of  his  dedication  to  the  principles  of  education  and  Phi  Beta  Lamb- 
da Professor  of  the  Year. 

Professor  Strunk  was  the  choir  director  at  First  Presbyterian  Church 
in  Newton  for  30  years  and  at  his  home  church,  Grace  Reformed  UCC, 
he  served  on  a  number  of  committees,  chaired  the  Consistory  and  taught 
adult  Sunday  School  classes. 

Dr.  Karl  Ziegler  Morgan

Dr.  Morgan  taught  physics  at  L-R  from  1934-52,  received  the  Distin- 
guished Alumni  Award  for  his  work  in  physics  in  1964  and  an  Hon- 
orary Degree  in  Science  in  1967.

This  award  should  not  be  presented  solely 
because  an  individual  held  a  specific  office 
or  served  for  a  particular  period  of  time. 
Specific  accomplishments  should  be  cited. 

The  whole  person  concept  cited  in  the 
Distinguished  Alumnus  criteria  also  applies 
to  the  Opal  Moretz  Alumni  Service  Awards. 

Young  Alumni  Rising  Star  Award
